'I’lie rnoriiiiig of the cxe ution was ushered in 
by all the terroisof a winter’s s’orrn. The place 
of execution, (tiie accustomed heath,) fur distant 
from the jail, was scarcely approached by the 
p ocassion when the slierdf gave the fatal signal, 
and left the booy stilfened with cold, lo the atten- 
lion of Ins ofiiceis, who, lollowing his example, 
one by one, proceeded liome; the blacksmith, who 
h id conlr.icted to put the corpse in chains, with 
I iiis men alone rcniaining, who commenced their 
oj e.attons long before the lenal term of susfien- 
jsioii expired. In the course of the surceeding 
Inight, some fnciids of the fellow cut the gibbet 
■ down, disencumbered tiie body from the chains, 
land look it to a lone public house, frequented by 
smugglers; and whi.st they were standing around 
it, One of the friends discovered the region of the 
heart yet warm. Friction and cordials were ad- 
niinisiered. the man recovered, and by the aid of 
the smugglers, before daybreak was placed on 
board their s.oop in the river, which immediately

educated, that there should be a sum of money paid 
from the treasury, to be divided between the teacher 
and the parent or guardian. Wc want education, not 
schooling only. By this means you would induce tho 
indigent parent to send his children to school, and ena- 
ble bin to tiire assistance to supply tho labor lost by 
the absence of his children. In addition, you would 
arouse all the energies of tho preceptor, and secure the 
a4>plic.ation of tho pupil. The teacher that is now 
often an idle itinerant, will then become stationed and 
steadfast, that he may be entitled to tho bounty by 
perfecting his scholars yp to these points. The salaries 
will be hereby made ample, and competent teachers 
will be commanded. 

In the details of a bill for this purpose, you can deter- 
mine what sum, by way of bounty, would be adequate 
to secure the points contemplated, and determine what 
mode of proof or certification should be required of the 
fact of the attainment. But first, 1 premise that you 
should determine whether the bounties here contempla 
ted, should be oflered to all, or whether they should be 
confined to the children of the poor, and if to the poor 
how poor to be a partaker. I am .satisfied that no bene 
fits would arise, as before stated, by c.xtcnding the offer 
to the wealthy. .Men of pr iperty do not require to be 
hired to educate their children. 1 hen in the details of 
the bill, you can settle how far, and to whom you will 
extend the encouragement. 1 would incline to the idea 
that only such as were worth less than $500, should bn 
partakers of the provisional bounty, as all owners of 
estates above that sum both can and will spare time 
and w ill be willing to pay tuition fees. 

First, I beg leave to submit a statement, to show that 
adequate salaries s'ould arise out of this measure — 
Forty scholars has been, and can be conveniently 
taught. In tho course of one year, all boys of proper 
ago and ordinary genius, can attain the summit here 
•ontcmplalcd. At least one half will he the children 
of the indigent. Thus, 

Twenty scholars, by competent parents, at $8 

each, ..... $160 

Ten of the poor, out of twenty, will get through 

at $J0, - . - - 200 

$360 

Tho parent or guardian will receive a similar, a less, 
or greater sum, as in your wisdom, may be considered 
proper. If the same, then $10 is Hu bounty to be 
paid by government, for an educated man, who can 
read and study the laws and politics of his country, 
who can write and communicate his iedas to others, or 
to the community; who can understand, calculate, and 
delect errors in finance or offiicial report*. 

Now what will such a system probably cost the 
Stale of Kentucky. As there is no data on which cal- 
culation can be based with any thing like certainty, we 
will not attempt it; but run no risk in believing and 
saying, that the education of all tho poor of Kentucky, 
as here contemplated, will not exceed two hundred 
thousand dollars annually. Contrast this plan with 
H hat would be the e.xpensc of the method as now enact- 
ed in our statute books.

The numbering all the children required by Law — 
surveying the whole State into .'School Sections — of sur- 
yor commissioners, chain carriers, and markers — the 
building of all the .School-houses necessary — the salaries 
to all tho teachers of $360 each, if made equal to the 
proposed plan — adequato compensation to the army of 
incorporated trustees and committi e men — the host of 
ass ssnrs and collectors, as required by the Law, lor 
collecting School Taxes. — Con any reflecting man con- 
clude that it would cost less than tw'o million to put the 
School Law in operation, and then an annual expense 
of a million to continue it Your Sections onco laid off, 
are never to be altered. So says the Law. — But will 
not increasing and diminishing |>opulation render alter- 
ations often indi.spensable. 

But the quest'on next most vital to that of the ex- 
pense is, which measure would lead to tho largest ex- 
tent of Education, — in which would the teachers he 
most prompt — the pupil most attentive — the parent 
most willing to send? 7’he plan here proposed, knocks 
on the head at once, the more than five hundred incor- 
porations contemplated by the School Law, puts your 
army of survcyori, chain carriers, markers and com- 
missioners at rest, or turns them unmnd to attend to 
their uw-n business. Dispense with your superinten- 
dants, commissioners, trustee.* and committee men, your 
assessors and tux gatherers, your hewers and your ma- 
sons, fnrbuildinr School hou-ses. 

No one, it is hoped, will start an objection, that the 
bounties arc to be paid from the treasury. The channel 
th ough which the money is paid, is a matter of not the 
least interest. In either case the tax is railed oil' the 
people. If from the treasury , but one set of accounting 
officers; if according to the present School Law, there 
will be hundreds.

From all parts of the country we understand 
that the crops have been abundant this season. On 
the Brazos the cotton crop has been remarkably 
good, and the corn llieic and on the Red River 
never yielded more plentifully. Notwithstanding 
the large amount of corn raised this season, it wi 
all be required to support the increased emigration 
to the country. 

We are pleased to learn, that much unanimity 
and good feeling prevails among the members o' 
bof' Houses of Congress. A disposition of for- 
Ijearance, and a desire to promote the great iiitcr- 
esls of the country, seems generally to actuate 
the members of Iroth Housis. Economy witl be 
the prevailing oiderof the day during this se sion.

Four dollars a day is charged for “horse keeping.’’ 
Floui is from sixty to eighty dollais a barreb* Fowls 
two doll.irs a pair, and other articles projKirtion- 
ably high. 

The icay the Mississippi Hanks huy Colton . — 
During the piesent week, agents of at least one ol 
tlie Naich.iZ Banks have bought Cotton in oui 
streets, and paid eleven cents and a half per pound 
for a quality of staple, w hich was sold one week 
ago at New Orleans for seven cents per [xnind. — 
Tnis IS proved by s|iecimens of the tolCoii sold last 
Saturday in New Orleans for seven cents, having 
been sent up to cuininission houses here. The 
agents of the Natchez Banks paid the eleven and 
u half cents, to be sure, in their long post notes, 
and the New Orleans buyers paid in paper Iroin five 
to eight per cent below specie. 

Le^t some should think that our Banks are mak- 
ing u ruinous speculation, we shall brtelly prove 
that t .ey will be gainers (although somebody must 
be losers,) by buying cotton at a price so inu h 
aoove too general market quotations. The Mis- 
sissippi Banks pay indeed iiomiiially better tlian 
one third more Ihiii the New Orleans buyers do; 
but the bunks are to set llieir e.xira price back, hy 
buying iij) their own paper, which tliey pay out for 
cotton — and they will buy it up with tiic proceeds 
of the cotton they have purchased at a discount ot 
more til III thirty-tliree per cent, wiiicii will m ike 
it a safe transaction foi thus .* sc u less corporations; 
toe suave will lie inllicted on the iiolders of t ie 
discredited and depreci ited post notes. 

Missis ippi will indeed be a pro3|icrous and 
liapjry Btate, when her banks shall cease to create 
their capital in many instances, and always relieve 
themselves from the elfectsof their bad loans, bad 
management, and other losses by the gain accruing 
to them, filched from the people at large, by the 
swindling process of depreciation . — Naichez Free 
Trade.-.
